GOLDSBORO, N. C. (U PI)-A n 
eight-jet air force B52G intercon­ 
tinental bomber carrying two un­ 
armed nuclear devices crashed 
and burned in rural farmlands 
early today, killing three of the 
eight crewmen aboard. 
The five other crewmen para­ 
chuted to safety after one of the 
nuclear devices was jettisoned and 
sent floating earthward by para­ 
chute. The other nuclear device 
was found in the wreckage of the 
multi-million 
dollar 
plane a n d 
was removed by Air Force ord­ 
nance crews. 
The last of the bodies of the 
three victims was found at mid­ 
morning, hanging grotesquely in a 
tree. 
The plane broke apart in the air 
and wreckage was scattered over 
more than a mile and a half of 
flat, 
sandy 
tobacco land. 
The 
main piece of wreckage fell along 
a 
rural paved 
road 
north 
of 
Goldsboro. 
One body was found in the nose 
section, burned beyond recogni­ 
tion. 
The Air Force identified 
the 
men killed as Maj. Eugene Shel­ 
ton, San Antonio, Tex.; Maj. Eu­ 
gene Richards. Toccoa, Ga., and 
T-Sgt. Francis R. Barnish of 12 
Vernon Street, Greenfield, Mass. 
Officials said there was no dan­ 
ger from the two nuclear weap­ 
ons although there could have 
been a non-nuclear explosion at 
one point. A spokesman said the 
unarmed weapons need a high ex­ 
plosive. such as TNT. as a “ trig­ 
ger” to set off the nuclear de­ 
vice. The nuclear material is kept 
in a separate part of the plane 
and the bombs are armed man­ 
ually when there is intent to drop 
them* in anger.
